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I got off at Athens because I wished to see the famous and 
renowned city. I visited everything I ever heard of. One after- 
noon I was looking over a new university and whose name should 
be enrolled there but that of Margaret Bliss .

The next ship brought me to San Francisco where I gazed in open- 
mouthed wonder at that super coll-^sal fixture of God's construction 
the Golden Gate. After admiring the harbor for fully a half hour, 
I procured a railroad ticket for Hollywood, the little world of tho 
Cinema, where women are beautiful and the men honor them for it. 
As I v^as sitting on tho corner of a monument smoking a cigar and 
waiting in eager expectation for the first appearance of these so- 
called actresses, I heard tho sound of running feet and shouting 
voices and wondered whether Hollywood was suffering the attacks of 
an Coup d'Etat. From around the cotner appeared a lonr touring 
c?r surrounded by people, who were shouting "Anna, Anna, V/ho's all 
right?

I shouted for her to stop, but she did not hoa 
me and rodo on. 

That night I went to a movie to 3ce Anna's latest production,

hers, just like she used to to Mr. Hinchcy back in high school. 
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I left Hollywood the next day to visit a ranch near-by. Some 
Mg old buck owned the elace but he crlled a cow-puncher to show me 
around.

Certainly Shirley threw one large surprise at the audience 
as she drawled and waddled her way into their very hearts. Briefly, 
Shirley takes the honors in "Professor Pepp" for that character who 
completely surprised and baffled those who know her by a exemplifi- 
cation of unsuspected histrionic ability. As her beau, and also as 
a more substantial addition of humor to the pioce was Edward O'Brien 
as "Sim Batty" the "Taown ConstabulcJ J " This was a first glimpse 
of the honorable Michael Aloysius over the lights and we certainly 
hope it isn't out last, When better comedy 'boams than O'Brien and 
McOabo arc resurrected, call me early! Betty Gardner, tho professor' s 
wa*d, and Howard Green, who made the courts change his name wcro 
the loading role 3 in the piece and were masterfully played by Thelma 
V^olinsky and Aaron Levinc. These parts called for some real hard 
work and much versatility in acting. Ti r -c will not permit an ad- 
equate discussion of the morits of the work of these two people. 
It will have to suffice to say that the cast of ^rofessor Pepp was 
fortunate in having anqng its numbers two vory clever and talented 
people for these difficult roles. 

As Mr, C. B. Buttonbustcr a giddy butterfly of forty-eight, 
Richard "Haopy" Everest blossomed out with a performance that will 
and should go down in the history of dramatics of '.Vest Jutland, as 
a portrayal of comedy character which la positively in a class by 
itself. I don't know whether we should say Everest was made for 
the part or that the part was made Everest, but in cither event 
they got along' famously and gave the audience of the play the time 
of their lives. 

And now for our ace performers Margaret Bliss and Sam Levinc. 
Seriously, words are somehow inadequate to express proper apprecia- 
tion of the v/ork of these two highly talented veteran performers. 
We arc not surprised that they were excellent. They just had to 
be and they were. A3 Aunt Minerva Bo-lder, Marge-ret Bliss added 
a zest and a zip to the piece without which "Professor Pepp" as 
we 3aw it don© would not have been "Professor Pepp" as was. 
Margaret went right for it in her usual whole hearted and capable 
way and as a result she added one moro to her already long list of 
very successful stage appearances.

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As for Sam Lcvine in his rolo of Professor Pctcrkin Pepp, well, 
prudence demands that I refrain from superlatives so I must be care- 
ful not to "et my words confused with those countless people who 
say that Sam gave the outstanding performance of the show. I simply 
say that he did a corking good job. However, I will submit this 
proposition: if anybody, regardless of where or by whom "Professor 
Pepp" was prcscntod, did a better job in this role than did out own 
Sam, won, I should most certainly like to shake that man's hand. , 
But just between you and me, I think that's one hand that nobody 
will ever shake! 

Hardily had the grease paint and make up of the, athletic play 
been put away and the stage restored to its state of comparative 
emptiness when It was time for the curtain to rise on the fiy&t? act 
of the senior play, "On the Go", or "Buzz Inn", a hilarious farce ' 
in three acts by J. C. McMullen. This play like its immediate pre- 
decessor was presented in the Town Hall on Thursday evening, May 
23, under the excellent supervision of Burns ^. Martin of the high 
school faculty, and H.Y/, Humphreys. 

In speaking of that play generally and of the members of the 
cast in particular frankness compels mo to say that there was a 
cast that all future Senior casts can very profitably pattern after. 
This play was in rehearsal for just oxactly one week which me thinks 
suggests something of a record. This record points not only to re- 
markable acting ability but more particularly to a fine spirit of 
willingness to, give to' their play that little item which we know 
as hard, untiring work. 

That the play was a success is" so obvious that it would be 
superfluous for me to dwell upon it. I would, though, like to have 
just a word or two in your direction about these hard working per- 
formers who rave you I daresay, a better return for a twonty-fivc 
cent investment than any other of a similar amount that you ever 
made. 

Margaret Dwyer as Mrs. E valine Proctor gave a remarkably fine 
performance. Knowing Margaret a3 we do, many of us could, hardly 
believe that she could change so completely from her own likeable 
,and quiet self to the. domineering and haughty overbearing Mrs. Proc- 
tor. But she did. She not merely acted Mrs. Proctor-- she wa s 
Mrs. Proctor. Opposite Mrs. Proctor was Julius Barrett, the grouchy 
old father of the boy who "married" Mrs. Proctor's daughter "Edna". 
And from Mrs, Proctor's point of view he was "oppoeite" in every 
sense of t^o word. And the 3ly old follow who would have his ways 
and that v/ith gusto--was GarCxer Wright* Gardner certainly earned 
for himself a place near the top of our list of "greets" in the old 
man character players. 

Sylvia Kompton and Sax Forbes, the crooks of the piece were 
cleverly dene by Agnes O'Rourke and Walter Barewicz. Theirs was a 
smocth performance and they gave it plenty. 

Particularly amusing was the love affair of San Samson, played 
by George Harrington, and Susie Devorc, played by Eleanor Tuohy, ' 
"Sam" was the boy who lisped and Susie was the fiirl who just couldn't 
think what to say when talking to a young man, m ve us real laughs. 
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And for the surorisc--or I should say the surprises, this tine 
wo had flee "Tarzan ;r She row ski and Thclma Smatrcsk as Mr. Buck 
Flvnn and his wife, I.'ayme. Certainly these people made the audience 
rolr anf then rue thei? eyes to be sure If that was really Alec and 
Thclma. It would be impossible to begin to cnumcrato the comedy 
that these characters added to the show. 

In "Or the Go" it is unconplimcntary to no one to say that Edna 
Borrctt px'nycd by Elsa Andersen, and Bruce Barrett, her husband, 
pl-ycd by Aaron Lcvine, gave the finest performance at lead posi- 
tion that we have scon in many a year. T, Onnic" and Elsa certainly 
were "taos" not only in acting ability; they lookoc" the part, they 
lived the part--they wcrc--wcll they were IT1 And when a better 
4 0 b " 0 f this type id done here I hope that I'm here to see it, Elsa 
wrs positively the last word and "Onnic" can step right up on tho 
platform of honor v/ith his brothers n Manr: T " and "Sam" and say: "Push 
over, yousc rmys, I'm no longer that other Lcvine boy who also did 
wcll--I an an actor, too ancV'l'm not saying which of the three of 
us is the best." 

We shall probably never forget Richard Everest as Aaron Judkins, 
proprietor of the Buzz Inn. Everest has a style of comedy acting 
that can't re duplic-tod and the character Aaron Judkin3, was right 
down hi3 alley. I an very sure that the first thought any one has 
with reference to the show "On the Go" brings to mind immediately 
"Aaron" and "Maggie", the bellboy in their hilariously funny antics. 
Our only regret about Everest i3 that he won't be in more shows. He 
brings v/ith hin to the sta~c a rare sonethinr in a comedy way that 
we have never seen before and do not expect to see for years to cono. 
Well, "Happy", you v/crc a real actor, and thanks for the many real 
good old lau-hs you have given us. If there Is ever a nonuncnt rais- 
ed to the greatest all-tine concdy actor of W.R.H. S. we shall see 
nicely carved thereon — Richard Milo Everest,
